Comments on the Inaugural. 


New Tonk, March 5.—Of the inaugural ad- 
dress the Womo (Dem.) says: President 
Harrison, while rejecting altogether the sug- 
gestion of a special executive policy for any 
section of our country, nevertheless has a 
hundred pointed words to say of the ulleged 
denial of the right of voting to negroes at the 
South to one word of feebie reference to the 
corruption of the suffrage at the North. 
President MHarrison’s utterances upon 
civil service reform are little more 
than admonition to the spoils 


seeker to be patient. There is nothing in the 
President's words that can be twisted by even 
the most sanguine reformer into an indorse- 
ment of the fundamental principles of this 
reform. Indeed, office-seeking is commended 
and the intimation is plainly conveyed that 
p services constitute a valid claim to re- 
ward. The President’s attitude toward the 
tariff is, in brief, to keep up the war rate and 
to use its undoubted advantages to its 
rich beneficiaries as a means of cap- 
turing some of the Southern States. 
There is not inthe address one earnest word 
in favor of stopping the surpius by reducing 
taxation. ‘Wastefulness, profligacy or favor- 
itisem in public expenditure’ is denounced. 
But the President plainly intimates his belief 
that there is no especial need of cutting down 
the revenue. Surplus spending is evidently 
to be the pol of the new administration. 
The outline of a foreign policy is perhaps the 
most satisfactory passage in the President’s 
address. Itis bola without biuster and calm 
without cringing. The reference to American 
rights in Samoa is especially admirabie. If 
President Harrison can bold Mr. Biaine to the 
line which he has laid down in his address, 
he will do his country agood service and 
prove himself a strong man. 
THE ‘‘suN.’’ 

The Sun (Dem.) says - Gen. Harrison’s in- 
augural address speaks well for him. It i 
modest, sensibly conceived and ezcellently 
written essay on the state of the Union. It 
contains no surprise, no novelty of political 
philosophy, no startling announcement of 
administrative policy, The substance of 
nearly everything that Gen. Harrison says on 
every subject he touches could have been pre- 
dicted six weeks ago with tolerable accuracy 
by an intelligent student of contemporary poli- 
tics. If any foolish friend of the new 
administration has expected that yesterday 
would be chosen for the sudden unmasking of 
a powerful and original individuality not 
heretofore suspected to exist, he will be dis- 
appointed. If any prejudiced enemy has ho 
that the inaugural speech would be the dis- 
closure of mental feehleness, ridiculous pom- 
cone and general incompetency to handle 

he reins of government he likewise will be 
disappointed, andeven more than the other 
fellow. Good taste, good judgment and 
a very shrewd sense of what it is bet- 
ter to leave unsaid at present, 
characterize the document. It skirts the 
edges of the too obviously true without cross- 
ing over. There is nut a proconsul in it nor 
any sign ofa siaughtered Roman. It repeats 
generally accepted maxims and _—— 
without cant or assumption of superior 
knowledge. It gives the impression of a re- 
serve of power. It is moderately rhetorical 
without Buncombe. There is nowhere in the 
lines or behind the lines the slightest trace of 
that offensive

Comment in Naval Circles Over the Re- 
ported Fight Between a German and an 
American Man-of-War—General Belief 
That the Olga and Our Little Nipsic 
Came in Contact. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disraton. 

NEw Tonk, March 5.—The reported fight be- 
tween a German and an American man-of-war 
off Samoa, which was referred to in yester- 
day’s cable dispatches, was the subject ot con- 
siderable comment among naval officers. One 
and all are of the opinion if the German 
cruiser Olga came in contact with any vessel 
at the island, it must have been with the little 
Nipsic or possibly with the Trenton. Although 
the Vandalia and Trenton are due in Samoa by 
this time it is not yet known whether either of 
the vessels bas completed the passage. Naval 
officers have been laying wagers on the result 
of the race between the two ships. The Tren- 
ton and Vandalia left for Samoa about the 
same time, the Trenton starting from Panama 
with Admiral Kimberly on board, and the 
Vandalia from San Francisco with Capt. M. 
Schoomaker in command. Both vessels have 
good speed records and it has been conceded 
that the race would be a close one, witb per- 
haps the slightest advantage in favor of the 
Vandalia. The Nipsic has been at Samoa un 
der command of Commander Mullan ever 
since this officer relieved the Adams from the 
island work. 

It is very easy for naval officers to under. 
stand how an American war vessel could be so 
insulted by the Germans, laboring as they are 
under the excitement of the time, as to warrant 
the placing of a shot unpleasantiy near them. 
Ifthe Germans resented the shot of warning 
by firing one of their ship batteries in return, 
nothing would be likely to restrain the Amer- 
icans from discharging a broad side in return. 
It is well known that before the Adams was re- 
lieved by the Nipsic that the former vessel was 
compelied to keep her decks ‘‘cleared for 
quarters“ and her position so selected as to 


enable her to keep a gun constantly trained on 
the Germans. If a fight has occurred it is more 
than likely that the little Nipsic has had a 
hand mn. The German cruiser Olga is much 
ber superior in size. 

A FIGHTER. 

If the Trenton was on the scene and there 
had been an occasion for using powder, Capt.

1 the Trenton took a hand 
Americans need have little fesr about the re- 
suit, for with Oapt. Farqahar in command 
she would prove more than a mateh for any 
veesel in the German navy short of the Konig 
Wilhelm, the Dubland and a half dozen others 
of the iron clad fleet. Capt. Farqubar has one 
of the most enviable reputations in the navy. 
He graduated from Anpapolis high in his 
class in the latter partof the fifties and was 
shortly afterward sent out on an African 
coaster as one of the detail of midshipmen to 
the frigate Constellation. This was when the 
United States was one of the powers engaged 
in suppressing the siave trade. While on the 
station many siavers were captured, and 
many of the vessels were among the finest of 
American built craft, necessarily so, since the 
business in which they were engaged de- 
manded swift and able ships. 

The prizes when taken were usually sent to 
America in charge of some officer and a small 
prize crew. Midshipman Fargahar being the 
senior midshipman aboard, found himself 
suddenly ordered to take to America a prize 
and with a crew of only a dozen men he 
started with his ship on the long voyage. 
Shortiy after leaving the coast yellow fever 
broke out, and so terrible was its work that 
when Midshipman Farquhar the Vir- 
— capes bound up for Nortolk, he had only 

wo men left capable of doing duty. Duin 
the war Lieut. Farqubar received distinguished 
honors and was conspicuous at all of the 
heavy naval fights. At Fort Fisher the visor 
of his cap was torn off by a round of grape- 
shot as he was leading an aseault, and asa 
souvenir of the occasion he still retains the 
latter remnants. Asa seaman there is no bet- 
ter in the navy, and as an officer and a gentle 
man be is universally respected.

The New Line of Const Ships Established by 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disraton. 

New Tonk, March 5.—An event of great im- 
portance in its relation to the commerce be- 
tween this country and the west coast of South 
Amorica is the recent subsidizing of a new line 
of coast ships by the Chilian Government. 
Until within a few years the entire foreign 
transporgation and eoastwise trade between 
Chili, Peru and Ecuador were monopolized by 
Pacific Steam Navigation Co., an English 
corporation plying between Valparaiso 
and Panama. This corporation was 
started fifty years ago by Wm. Wheelwright, 
an American, with English capital, after hav- 
ing vainly tried to enlist American capital in 
the enterprise. No otherjagency has been so 
potent in the last balf century in diverting the 
trade of the three countries named into Eng- 
lish channels as bas the Pacific Steam Naviga- 
tion Co. Its history has been one of unbroken 
financial prosperity. Having a monopoly of 
the trade, ittaxed it all it would stand, and 
with a connecting line of trans-oceanic steam- 
ers between Valparaiso and Liverpool suc- 
ceeded in establishing the supremacy of 
England in the trade of the countries named. 
But the intense national spirit of the Chiltans 
always chafed at the prominence of the British 
ensign in the 2 Me 
having become the foremost naval wer in 
the southern hemisphere Chili aspi to de- 
come inde dent of the foreign element in 
her mercantile marine. 

A OCHILIAN COMPANY. 

A few years ago a Chillan company began 
the organization of anew line of steamers, 
called the South American Steamship Co.,

g to the company were 
al design for this trade and 
have all the improvements applied to tne lat - 
est steamship construction, including water 
f bulkheads and electric lights. They are 
of steel and iron, bullt in Scotland especially 
for the South American Steamship Co., and are 
designed to accommodate from 100 to 160 first- 
class passengers. Those now running on the 
line are the Mapocho Lage, Cachapoal 
Maipo, Lautro, Mazouls and Itata, and al 
of them fly the Chilian ensign. Two more are 
in process of construction, One of which the 
Imperial, built by Laird Bros. at Birkenhead, is 
about ready for delivery and the other, the 
Aconcagua, building at Glasgow, will be com- 
pieted very soon. Altogether, they are the 
most beautiful and convenient boats on the 
west coast, and they have sailed into popular- 
ity, as it were, notonly in Chili, but among 
the people of Peru and Ecuador. 

In January the Chilian Government entered 
into contracts with the company by 
which certain exclusive rights were 
acquired — the company, together 
with a subdsidy that will amount to 
between $100,000 and $150,000 a year, in 
consideration for which the company is to 
keep up a regular fortnightly service between 
Valparaiso and Panama, without tranship- 
ment of passengers or freight. This will in- 
sure a regular line of transportation between 
this country and the countries of South Amer 
ica, in connection with the Pacific Mali Steam- 
ship Co. and the Panama Raliway, and since 
the company has materially reduced the rates 
of freight and passengers on ite route and is 
catering especiaily for the American trade, 
there is every reason to expect a present de- 
velopment of the

tion in their pageant to-night is ‘‘tHindoo 
Mythology. as taught by the laws of Manu 
and the Vedic bymns, which are marked by 
the simplicity of most primitive pastoral life. 
The chief deities are Brahma, Vishnu and 
Siva, forming the Hindoo trinity or trimarti. 
These are not separate, independent gods, 
but merely three manifestations or revela- 
tions or phases of the spirit or energy of the 
supreme, incomprehensible being, Brahma. 
This trinity is a comparatively late formation. 
The trinity of the later Vedic writings is com- 
posed rather of the :epresentative gods of 
earth, air and sky, Agni, Vayu and 
Surya. No such trinity as the Brah- 
minic appears to be known in the 
Mahabharata, which represents Branma, Vish- 
nu and Indra as being the sons of Mahodeva 
or Siva. Perhaps, however, the reason ot 
this is to be found in the mutual jealousy of 
the great sects, Valshnavas and Saivas. To 
Brahm as the self-existent—of whom there is 
no image—there existed neither temples nor 
altars. This Brahm is the universal God, the 
universal life; but he is neither masculine nor 
feminine; he represents the pantheistic idea of 
divinity. It is improper even to use the word 
„He in speaking of him. But this abstrag 
impersonality is mentioned only because it 
has often been confounded with the visible 
God Brahma of the trinity. 

The first tabieau car of the pageant will re- 
veal Proteus seated upon his throne in the 
chalice of a bicoming lotus flower. He has 
| left the depths of the sea and appears as 
Swayamburha or Narayana, contemplating 
creation from his lotus home. Behind and 
around him bioom numerous lotus, one of 
which forms a canopy above his kingly head. 
On the second car Dabana, Goddess of the 
Morning, will shine over a bank of azure 
clouds, and following her will come the As- 
wins, sons of the sun, in their three-wheeled 
chariot, drawn by an ass. She is the daugh- 
ter of the heavens, the source of night, the 
spouse of the Aswins and the mother of the 
eelestial gods and cows. Every morning she 
Mos before the Sun, her lover, who seizes her 
in bis arms, enfoids her with his golden 
rays and Dahana dies of love in his 
embrace. Aurora approaches Surya, 
says the Veda, and expires as soon as the god 
who illamines the heavens begins to breathe. 
The Aswins are represented as voyaging un- 
ceasingly, as rapidly as thought, through the 
heavens, visiting the three worlds. They 
also possess a chariot of gold, silver and 
jron, with a bundred wheels and six winged 
horses. It wasthey who firsttaught man to 
plow the earth and sow the seed. They are 
also the physicians of the gods.

showing that atthe time tbe party did not 
live at the place indicated completes the 
proofs. For want of funds even this simple 
proof has not been collected in a large number 
of suspected cases. 

The arrest of this class of offenders should 
only be a means towards an end. It is safe to 
say that not one in twenty such crimes was 
committed by the person signing the Re- 
corder’s book, except at the instigation of 
petty bosses employed in illegally maxing 
voters. The value of a vote fs not estimated 
highly enough to induce a man to 
lay himself liable to imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for the consideration of 
having a say in the selection of officers. These 


offenses and the character of the men upon 
whom they have been fixed indicate that the 
ersons registering were only tools in the 
ands of vote makers. Several cases of false 
registration were made atthe Recorder’s of- 
fice at the City Hall during the last ten days in 
September, 1688. Atthis time a detachment 
of ‘‘coachers’’ was assigned to duty at the 
Oity Hall by the political bosses. and there is 
no question but that a great many of the per- 
sons falsely registering were guided through 
by these ‘‘heelers.’’ The ‘‘heelers’’ who were 
assigned to this duty are known, but their ex- 
act connection with the specific cases brough t 
to light has not yet been established. 
To reach all pores implicated in 
the fraud it wi be necessary to 
first arrest the persons whose names appear 
on the books. hey will then be prosecuted 
for the crimes.

There 
were names of men who never iived at the ad- 
dresses given them on the registration lists. 
Close ing failed to bring to light the 
slightest evidence going to show that any 
such 8 was ever known in the neighbor 
hood by persons who had resided there for 
| years. Some of the istrations were of per- 
sons who had removed from the houses years 
before, but had been carried on the books. 
This indicates that the persons entrusted with 
the revision were either deceived or made 
false returns intentionally. If they were de- 
ceived the persons living at the houses from 
‘which such false registrations were returned 
should be called on to answer ‘for their com- 
licity in the crime of corrupting our election

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 


Let Engiand do „ to Ireland now and 
the memory of oid and old quarrels 
will be buried — henever English 
statesmen see the tp riety and the wisdom 
of doing ‘‘ Justice land,“ then indeed 
will the three countries En land, Ireland 
and Scotiand—be as inseparable as the leaves 
on the shamrock, and not till then will peace 

declared. I see no reason whatever why, 
in the face of such tyranny, the liberty-lovin 
1 however few, should u 

as much 9 to this state of affairs as 
the Irish are here could not be a worse 
government in all respects than that of Eu- 
Hand, as a chapter from ner history 
will show. I will begin with Lady Lisie. 
she had given shelter to two men who had 
been hunted down for treason. The men 
were found concealed on her premises. Sbe 
was arrested and indicted for having harbored 
traitors. Her plea was that she did not know 
the men bad been concerned in the rebellion. 
She had to plead her own case—for be i re- 
membered no counsel was in those days al- 
lowed to persons on trial for treason. She 
also putin the plea. anda just one, too, that 
the men whom she had barbored had not 
been proved guilty of any erime, and 
— rbaps they 

3 en innocent 
om mned. This was overruled by the Judge, 
who bimselt examined adversely to the pris- 
over the witnesses for the prosecution. The 
ury three times refused to find a verdict, but 

n consequence of the threats of this brute! 
judge they at length found her guilty of high 
treason. Mark the disgraceful bias and un 
judicial part which this infamous a 

layed. I am astonished, be said, why the 
jars should have hesitate@ a moment about 

heir verdict, adding: ‘‘If [had been amo 
you, and she had been my own mother, 
should have found her gullty. And then he 
passed sentence, the sentence of the law be it 
remembered, not of the Ju , **That you be 
conveyed hence to the place ym whence you 
came, and from thence you are to be drawn 
on a hurdle to the place of execution, where 
your body is to be burnt alive till you be dead. 
And the Lord have mercy on your soul. 

This horribie way of putting sons to 
death who had been found guilty of treason, 
has since been changed—save the mark—to 
death by being banged, drawn and quartered, 
so that the traitor’s heart might be taken 
smoking from his breast. 

At Salisbury, the next town on this diabol- 
ical — s eircult, various punishments, 
such as fogging. fines and im risonment, 
were inflic on persons who had merely 
sympathized ‘‘with the cause. There were 
bat few persons for trial until Jeffrey, the 
Lord Chief Justice of the King's Bench, ar- 
rived at Dorchester, where the rebellion be- 
gan. 

Here he announced, to hurry through his 
devilish work, that ‘those who would plead 

lity ‘‘should find him to be a merciful 
fadg: s dut that those who put themseives le 

trial, if found guilty, as they surel 

would be, ‘would have a very short time 
live, and that therefore they had better s 
him the time and trouble of trying them. 
To show that he was merciful, he sentenced 
thirteen out of the twenty-nine to be hanged 
in three days after they were found guilty and 
the rest the next morning. To one poor pris- 
oner who objected to the fitness of a perjured 
witness who testified against him, the judge 
exclaimed: ‘*Villain! rebel! methinks see 
thee already with a halter about thy 8 
and ordered him to be hanged first. his 
Assizes 292 were sentenced to death, 71 were 
hanged, the rest were sold as siaves and sent 
to the West Indies. One poor man who 
merely looked at a rebel was sentenced to be 
flogged in the market piace every — 
for seven years. 

At Exeter 37 more were put to death, and 206 
more condemned to NN slavery (which 
was worse than death) in the West Indies. At 
Taunton 500 prisoners were held for trial and 
Jeffrey said in his address to the Grand-jury, 
that relle of Darbarism, that it would not 
be bis fault if he did not purify the place; 
143 were sentenced to be hanged and 234 were 
mocked with death by being sent as sisves to 
the plantations. This biood hound pursued 
his victims with more than instinctive keen- 
ness and moved on to Bristol.

CASTLE GARDEN EIGURES. 


A Falling Off in the Number of Immigrants— 
Superintendent Jackson’s Report. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspaTcnu. 

NEw YorRE, March 5.—Superintendent Henry 
J. Jackson of Castle Garden,in his semi-annual 
report yesterday, states that the arrivais ot 
immigrants at this port for the six months 
ending February 28 show a decrease of 21,522, 
as compared with the corresponding months a 
yearago. He explained this falling off in the

1 
have myself been in the employ 
of the Santa Fe as an as- 
sistant superintendent of construction 
for about four years, and have an experience 
of nearly thirty years in one capacity and an- 
other in building new lines. What I have 
learned makes a great many problems as clear 
as day that to others are unsolvabie. 
WHY RAILROAD DIRECTORS THRIVE. 

‘Is would astonish the stockhoiders of all 
our Western roads that are pushing their lines 
forward if they knew the close connection 
that exists between the directors of the roads 
and the construction com panies that make the 
contracts. It is not too much to say that the 
latter are composed nearly exclusively of 
the former, and in this is found the secret of the 
wonderful enterprise of many of our roads in 
opening up new territory. Dividends may 
disappear, the value of the stock may de- 
crease, the new divisions may not pay with 
their gross receipts the interest on the amount 
expended on construction, but the directors 
still keep up their so-called enterprise. The 
secret of this is that, although the raliroad 
may lose money, the construction company is 
sure to make large sums by the transaction, 
and the men who bave intimate knowledge of 
what is contemplated will do even better. 
Take the case ofa simple lease, such as was 
made by the Atlantic & Pacific to the 
Santa Fe. The former line runs through 
as absolutely desert a country as can be found 
in America, and terminates in the most howl- 


ing wilderness on its whole line, being abso- 
lutely dependent on the Southern Pacific for 
an outlet toward the seaboard. Why this line 
was leased has always been a yjuzzie tothe 
stockholders, as the local traflic would not 
sustain a stage line, and the terminal facilities 
were entirely controlled by the Huntington 
system. 
A PROFITABLE LEASE. 

But we who knew the ropes were prepared 
for what came afterwards. The first thing to 
be decided upon was a retieing of the entire 
line. Wood is very scarce in Arizona and 
New Mexico, and the representatives of the 
construction company, which was practically 
the directory of the road, bad secured all the 
timber lands along its line at a nominal cost.
